MORTON COMPLAINS

HICAGO, Nov. 24.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] “Ratlroad freight rates are 
lower than they ought to be under 
the new ecale of wages, and the pres- 
ent cost of supplies and materials, due 
to the great prosperity of the country.” 

Paul Morton, second vice-president 
of the Santa Fé Railroad, made this 
statement today, and followed it up 
by declaring that a campaign was 
about to be started wth a view to rais- 
ing all freight rates in the territory 
west of Chicago to the Pacific Coast.

Coming to California by Special Train 

Which Will Be Given Special Rights 

and Will Make Fast Time.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%4—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} A detachment of 300 sailors 
and five officers left the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard today for Mare Island, where 
some will be assigned to ships which 
are to sail'for the East and others be” 
assigned to the transport Hancock, 
which will be brought to the local 
yard to replace the Columbia as a re- 
ceiving ship. The sailors will be car- 
tfed to California in a special “train, 
consisting of a baggage car, one 
sleeper and five coaches. The cost of 
transporting the sailors across the 
continent will be $10,000, and the cost 
of carrying the officers will be $550. 

This is the first time for more than 
a yeer that a special train has been 
made up for a detachment of men 
fromthe Brooklyn yard. The train 
will be given special rights and will 
make fast time. There will be very 
few stops, and it is expected that the 
trip will be made in about 115 hours. 
Lieutenant-Commander John Dough- 


erty is in command. The other offi- 


cers are Lieut. Camiling, Ensign Mil- 
ler, Boatswain Baker and Carpenter 
Barton. 

The pressing need of men for ships 
in all parts of the country is empha- 
sized by the fact that some are to be 
sent to California to fill out the crews 
which are being made up for the ship 
at that station. There are fewer en- 
listments in the West than there are 
in the East, and there is a consant call 
for men to fill out on ships which are 
scheduled to sail for the Philippines. 
Recruiting stations which have been 
established in interior cities have been 
more successful near the eastern sea- 
board than they have near the west- 
ern. The result is that a large part of 
the bluejackets fér western stations 
have to be’ transferred from the East. 
This involves great expense and some 
deiay to the government. 


SUGAR REFINING PROCESS. 


Alleged Failure ot the New Chemical 

Method Adopted by the Federal Com- 
_ pany is Denied by Spreckels. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says: “Now that the interest tn the 
war between cane and beet sugar re- 
fineries has been allayed by the restora. 
tion of prices, sugar trade circles are 
discussing a new topic in the shape of 
the alleged failure of the chemical] re- 
fining process adopted by the Fedéral 
Refining Company when it began opera- 
tions last summer. Much was cialmed 
for the new process, which was devel- 
oped by Charlies A. Kern, a German 
chemist, and which was patented by 
Kern and Claus A. Spreckels, president 
of the Federal company, jointly. 

“It is reported in trade circles that 
the new process not only failed to re- 
duce the loss of sugar in refining, but 
on thé contrary, has resulted in an in- 
crease in this loss, hence the alleged 
abandonn@ent of the process. It is 
further reported that the Federal com- 
pany is about to instal) in its factory 
at Yonkers machinery of the kind used 
by the other refineries employing bone 
black as the chief refining agent. 

“When questioned last evening in re- 
gard to the report of the alleged failure 
of the chemical! process adopted by the 
Federal Refining Company, Spreckels 
said: “There is no truth in the report 
that our process is a failure. We are 
selling all the sugar we produce at full 
rates. I have nothing more to say on 
the subject.’

ferences with the leaders in Congress 
about legislation for the coming ses 
sion of Congress. He read his mes- 
sage to the administration leaders, and 
it suited them, generaNy speaking, or 
at least they all said so, although 
some of them still think the Presi- 
dent is apt to say too much 

the trust question, and that his utter- 
ances may result in frightening the 
business interests needlessly. Those 
statesmen who are not so sympathetic 
with the trusts, believe that the Preai- 
dent has said exactly the right thing 
in his message—that trusts in the 
necessities of life must be controlled. 
He does not needlessly attack business 
combinations, formed to meet compe- 
tition in the world markets, where 
great capital is necessary te make 
American influence felt. 

Among the callers upon the President 
was Speaker Henderson. Repre- 
sentative Babcock, who would have the 
tariff revised immediately, was an- 
other. It was noteworthy that both 
of these men, one representing extreme 
high tariff and the other representing 
revision sentiment, appeared per- 
fectly satisfied with the result of their 
conference with the President, and this 
was taken to Indicate that the Presi- 
dent is taking a conservative middle 
course in his utterances upon tariff 
revision, closely following the line of 
his speeches, made during the sum- 
mer, that the tariff wil! be revised by 
the Republican party. possibly through 
the advice of a non-partisan commis- 
sion, when business necessity demands 
revision, and not before. This pro 
gramme is understood to be eminently 
satisfactory to the business interests 
in the East, and, further, it is under- 
stood that the President has carefully 
consulted great business interests 
about the necessity for tariff revision, or 
the lack of necessity for it, befort set- 
ting down anything in his message. 

Statesmen who saw the President  to- 
day and who know what his message 
contains declare it to be an extremely 
able and conservative state paper, and 
they also declare that the President's 
programme for legislation this winter 
is also most conservative and wise.

SPANISH CLAIMS COMMISSION. 
SPAIN NOT ALL RESPONSIBLE. 
‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The Span- 
ish Claims Commission has enuncl- 
ated the principles by which it will be 
govermed in passing upon tie various 
demurrers which have been submitted 
to it in connection with the claims now 
under consideration, on account of the 
war between Spain and Cuba. The gen- 
eral basis is laid down that, in assum- 
ing the responsibility which would 
otherwise have been Spain’s, the United 
States is bound to pay all claims for 
which Spain could have been held. It 
is further held that the tnusurrection in 
Cuba had gone beyond the control of 
the Spanish government, and that it 
was not responsible for damages done 
to foreigners by the insurgents. If, 
however, it be shown that the Span- 
ish authorities might have  pre- 
vented the damage done in any partic- 
ular case by the exercise of due dili- 
gence, the commission announces that 

it will hold that Spain is liabie. 

The committee announces, further, 
that it will take judicial notice that the 
Cuban insurrection passed, from the 
first. beyond the power of Spain, and 
so continued until the intervention of 
the United States. It is further held 
that Spain was entitled to adopt such 
war measures for the recovery of her 
authority as nctioned by the rules 
and usages international warfare. 
If. nowever, it be alleged and proved 
in any particular case that the acts of 
the Spanish authorities or soldiers were 
contrary to such rules and usages, 
Spain will be held liable in that case. 

This decision does not, however, §° 
to the extent of saying that the recon- 
centration orders were legitimate acts 
of war. There is to be a further argu- 
ment on that subject.

When the mining of coal 
and the breaker is stopped his reve- 
nues also cease, but the expense of 
maintaining the property goes on. The 
large companies, owned by the rall- 
roads, depend on their freight rates to 
‘ywaintain their collieries while in tdle- 
ness. The independent companies are 
paying the miners as much now as they 
ean afford, and if.an increase in wages 
is granted by the large companies, the 
large companies must give the inde- 

ndents a lower freight rate to meet 

‘the increase in wages. This is the mis- 
sion of the committee. If they refuse 
to make a concession in freight rates, 
or ite equivalent, then it is that the 
‘Independent companies will insist on 
the whole matter being threshed out 
before the commission. Mitchell, in 
his testimony before the commission 
last week, said that $600 per year would 
be a fair standard of living wages. 
Some of the independent companies are 
paying an average of ever $700 a year, 
while the large companies are paying 
under those figures. Therefore, if a 10 
per cent. increase is agreed upon the 
amount of money to be paid to the 
men by the independents would be 
‘greater than the large companies.” 

Several of the resident attorneys of 
the large companies also went to New 
York for the purpose of conferring 
with the head officials of the corpora- 
tions they represent.

DENOUNCE HIS CANDIDACY FOR 
UNITED STATES SENATE. 


Declare His Election Would Be a 
Menace to Civil and Religious Liber- 
ties and That His Obliga to Mor- 
mon Church is Paramount.

SALT LAKE (Utah) Nov. 24.—The 
Ministerial Alliance of Sait Lake today 
adopted resolutions sirongly opposing 
the proposed election to the United 
States Senate of Heed Smeet, one of 
the twelve aposties of the Mermen 
Church. The resolutions oppose him 
not as 2 member of the Mormon 
Church, but as one of the high of- 
ficials of that body. His election, it Is 
declared, would be a menace to civil 
and religioug . liberties. The resolu- 


| tons make this statement: 


“The vigorous and rigorous execution 
of a law like ‘the Edmundse-Tucker law 
in this State would irive the president 
of the Mormon Church, and the ma- 
jority of his apostics, into exile, or 


throw them into prisen within twelve 


months, and Apostie Smoot dare not 

oppose such polygamous conditions.” 
The resolutions will be sent to every 
ministerial alliance of prominence in

‘Uhitéd States Senator: also to others 


prominent in political life. A copy, it 
is stated, will also be sert to the Pres!- 
dent. 

The resolution contains the follow- 


ing: 

“The election of Apostle Reed Smoot 
to the United States Senate would vir- 
tually be the election of the will of the 
Mormon firet presidency and the twelve 
aposties to that body. As a consistent 
member of the Mormon apostiate, 
Apostie Smoot cannot make 
portant move without getting permis- 
sion, or taking counsel, of the quorum 
of Mormon high priests, to which he 
belongs. By ‘virtue of his apostolic 
vows, he must act first as a Mormon 


apostie, and second or third as a citi- | 


zen of Utah and patriotic American. 

“We protest against the proposed 
election of Apostie Smeot to the United 
States Senate because .the majority of 
the Mormon apostiate to which he be- 
longs, and with which he .weorks & 
harmony, dre living In polygamous re- 
lations in violation of covenants made 
to the people of the United States, as 
well as in violation of the criminal 
statutes of Utah. 

“In brief, we protest against the 
election of Apostle Smoot to the United 
States Senate, not because he is a 
member or a minor official in the Mor- 
mon Church, but because he is one of 
the quorum of the twelve aposties who, 
with the first presidency, rule their 
people with a rod of tron.

FATAL SCENE 


OVER AGAIN, 
Harrowing Ordeat for 
De Rydzewshi. 


Forced to Act Out His 
Version of Tragedy. 


Consul-General Gowdy Has 
Arranged for an Inde- 
pendent Autopsy. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

PARIS, Nov. 24-—1By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Gore tragedy was presented 
in a dramatic aspect today, when the 
French officials took De Rydzewsk! to 
the scene of the occurrence, and com- 
pelled him to re@hact every detail of 
the affair, this being done under the 
practice of the. French law, which re- 
quires the reconstruction of the trag- 
edy in the presence of officials under 
exactly the same conditions as it was 
originally enacted. 

The chamber was arranged as on 
the night of the fatality, ahd the samie 


weapon was placed in De Rydzewski's 


hand to act out his version. As far as 
known the prisoner went through the 
ordeal without wavering from his first 
@tory of the accidental fall of the re- 
volver. 

De Rydzewski reénacted the final 
scehe, giving complete details ag to the 
positions of Mrs. Gore and himeelf. He 
said that he was lying on the ved, fully 
dreased, while Mrs. Gore was seated 
at the foot of the bed, her legs hang!

PARIS, Nov. 24.—Acting on tiestruc- 
tions from the United States State De- 
partment to thoroughly investigate the 
shooting on Wednesday of Mrs, Ellen 
Gore, Consul-General Gowdy today re- 
quested four representative Amer can 
physicians living in Paris to form a 
commission to conduct an independent 
autopsy, and report on the circum- 
stances and probability of how she met 
her death. The commission is com- 
posed of Dr. A. J. Magin, who ‘s in 
wharge of the Amefican Hospital in 
Paris; Dr. Edmond L. Gross, former'y 
of San Francisco; Dr. Turner and Dr. 
Whitman. Gowdy has sent written In. 
structions to each of the doctors, which 
asks them to epare no efforts to make 
the investigation searching. 

The questions befexre the American 
medical conimizsion are delicate, for 
the final conclusions as to the course 
of the bullet may conflict with thore 
of the French me‘tical experts. The 
latter bage the accident theory on the 
upward range of the bullet. but the 
American officials b Iieve that an 
pendent autopsy wifl establi-h t*e fart 
that the range wak almost’ horizontal, 
thus indicating a direct shot from an 
a'med weapon, 

The United States Consw'ate staff is 
also tak'ng the depes'tions of witnes*«s 
independent of those token by the 
French officials. So far this action has 
not developed any new features, but 
the depositions furnish a complete and 
unprejudiced statement of the care, 
and it will be forwarded to the Staée 
Department at Washington. 

Gowdy will be represented at the 


examination of De Rydzewski, in whose 


apartment Mrs. Gore was killed, but 
as an observer. as care will be taken 


not to create an Impres*ion that there is 


the least official doubt of the thor- 
oughness of French justice. 


RE-ENACTED FATAL SCENE. 


The French officials having the case 
in charge decided unexpectedly to ho!d 
the “reconstruction of the scene” this 


afternoon instead of walting until to- 


morrow.

De Rydzewski re- 


enacted the details of the fatal scene 


and submitted to the cros*-examina- 


tion of officials at every step.

DEFEAT OF LOUD. 
INQUIRY IS BEING PRESSED.

Just who made a complaint against

It is understood 
that some of the officials of the Letter 
Carriers’ Association are afraid that 
Keller will be discharged from the

TO CABLE COMPANY. 


CONDITIONS SET FORTH BY THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


Wo American Concern Shall Be De- 
barred from Equal Privileges ia China. 
Operatives Must Be Americans—Gov- 
ernment Can Assume Control in Event 
ef War er Grave Civil Disturbances. 


[BY THES ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.™M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4-—The ar- 
yangements by which the deep-sea 
soundings and surveys made by the 
Nero, under the direction of the Navy 
Department, are to be turned over to 
the Commercial Cable Company for 
ues in laying the Pacific cable beyond 
the Hawaiian Islands, were completed 


today. The representatives of the ca- 


ble company examined the charts at 
the department, and expressed them- 
selves as highly gratified with the 
thoroughness of the work. Duplicate 
sets of the charts have been presented, 
and will be turned over to the company 
as soon as the contracts prepared by 
the Attorney-General are signed. This 
will be in a few days. 

The only provision of the terms laid 
down by the government to which the 
company took exception was that pro- 
viding for American operatives. This 
was ~-odified, at the request of the 
company, to provide for American op- 
eratives when obtainable. 
will carry the cable beyond the Ha- 
wallian Islands to the Midway Islands, 
and thence to Guam. From Guam, two 
links will be extended, one to Manila 
and the other to Yokohama. The fo!- 
lowing statement regarding the conces- 
sions was given out by the Attorney- 
General today: 

“The President, having duly consid- 
ered said application, hereby consents 
that the said company may lay, con- 
struct, land, maintain and operate tel- 
ecraphic lines and cables on the Pua- 
cifle Coast of the United States and 
various territorial waters of the United 
States, to connect the city of San Fran- 
cisco, in the State of California: the 
city of Henolulu, in the island of Oahu, 
Hawaiian Islands, and by the way of 
said Midway Islands, and the island of 
Guam, the island of Luzon, P. L., and a 
point on the coast of the empire of 
China. 

“It is a condition with the granting 
of the said consent that said company 
first file with its said application its 
Written acceptance of the terms and 
conditions on which said consent is 
given, to wit:

STABBED ON THE STREET. 


Unknown Man Attacks Lineman on 
South Main, Cuts Him in the Abdomen 
and Escapes. 


Gus Trainer, a lineman, was stabbed 
and seriously wounded at li o'clock 
last night on South Main street by an 
unknown man. According to the state- 
ments of witnesses, the assault was 
wholly unprovoked and no one has 
been found who can give any reason 
for it, or tell who used the knife. As 
sisted by a saloon-keper who did not 
know for what he is wanted, he made 
his escape and has not been captured. 

With several friends ‘Trainer was 
standing on the sidewalk when the 
stranger approached. Without a word 
he drew a knife and stabbed Trainer 
in the abdomen. The blade entered 
about an inch below the navel and it 
is believed that it penetrated the ab- 
dominal cavity, but this will not be 
known until Police Surgeon Pierce 
makes a critical examination of the 
wound today. Trainer stagscred into 
a billiard hail and was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital. 

Immediately after the stabbing the 
unknown mean ran across the street 
and entered Gus Larson's saloon, 
closely followed by one of Trainer's 
companions, who demanded that the 
man be held. He declares that Lar- 
son ordered him out of the place, and 
displaying some kind of a star, showed 
the man he wanted out of the back 
door, permitting him to es@ape. Lar- 
son denies this, saying that he thought 
there had been a drunken fight on the 
street and when the men entered his 
place he got rid of them the best way 
he could. He says he sent one of the 
men out the back way in order to pre- 
vent further trouble, not knowing at 
the time that any person had been cut. 
Larson was taken to the Police Sta- 
tion and closely questioned, but was 


not arrested. No description of the 
man who did the stabbing could be 
given by those who witnessed the 


crime. 


SHOT TO KILL. 


Mexican Jumped Behind a Door Just 
in Time to Escape a Bullet Aimed at 
His Heart. 


That Francisco Rodriguez is not a 
murderer is due to the fact that when 
he firei at Estevan Munoz last night 
the latter shut a door to protect him- 
self. The bullet struck the door, 
passed through the panel, struck Mu- 
noz directly over the heart, and, pene- 
trating his clothing, caused only a 
flight wound in the body. The shoot- 
ing occurred at No. 658 New High 
street, where a number of Mexicans 
were having a select little party. Rod- 
riguez appeared, and as he was intox- 
icated he was told to leave. A man 
named Tapia took him to the street 
and tried to induce him to go away. 
He refused to go, and as he turned to 
reénter the house he saw Munoz stand- 
Ing In the doorway biocking his pas- 
sage. 

With an oath, he drew a revolver and 
aimed it at Munoz. The latter jumped 
behind the door and siammed it shut 


just as the shot was fired. The force 
of the bullet knocked Munoz down and | 
caused him such pain that he thought | 
he had been fatally injured. Rodriguez | 
was captured before he could escape, 
and was locked up on a charge of as- 
sauit with intent to kill. 

The patrol wagon was sent for, and 
Munoz was taken to the Receiving 
Hospital, it being believed that he was 
fatally injured. When he arrived at 
the hospital, the injured man declared 
that he was going to die, and asked 
that a priest be sent for to administer | 
the last unction. The detectives busied 
themselves trying to get an ante-mor- 


tem statement. When Munoz was 
stripped, « bul'et hole was found’ in 


appearances indicated that the bullet 
had entere| the body. But while his | 
clothing was being removed the biunte. 
bullet fell to the floor. Then a closer | 
examination of the wound was made 
and it was found that the ball had just 
broken the ekin, causing a painful but | 
not serious wound. Even when told 
that he was not badly hurt, Munoz | 
would not be convinced. He declared | 
that he could not stand on his feet, and 
had to be lifted up.

The body of L. F. Hodge was found 
in his room in the barn of John Mitch- 
ell, No. 1267 Figueroa street, yesterday 
morning, the feet extending into the 
flame of a gas grate in which the fire 
was burning. One of the feet had 
been burned off, and the toes had been 
burned off the other foot. At first it 
was supposed that the man had met 
a horrible death, but subsequent in- 
vestigation revealed that he was prob- 
ably never conscioum of the burns. 

Hodgce was a gardener, 43 years of 
age, and was employed by Mr. Mitch- 
ell. Sunday he spent the afternoon 
and evening with friends and returned 
home late. As he did not appear at 
the usual time yesterday morning, an 
investigation was made.

The report of the Secretary of the 
Interior for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1902, whieh has just been made pub- 
lic in Washington, contains a pointed 
reference to a bill now pending bcfore 
Congress, providing for the leasing of 
lands belonging to the public domain 
for grazing purposes. The Secretary 
points out the danger to be appre- 
hended from the passage of this bill, 
as follows: 

“There is now pending before Con- 
gress a bill entitled, ‘A bill to provide 
for the leasing, for grazing purposes, 
of the vacant public domain, and re- 
serving all rights of homestead and 
mineral entry, the rentals to be a spe- 
cial fund for irrigation.’ Should that 
bill become a law, the public domain in 
the sixteen States and Territories men- 
-i tloned therein, aggregating an area of 
525,000,000 acres, practically all of the 
vacant public domain west of the Mis- 
sissippi, would be subject to lease at 
2 cents per acre for ten years, with a 
privilege of renewal! for ten years more, 

“It is needless to say that such a bill, 
if enacted into law, would place the 
last acre of desirable public land out of 
the reach of the homeseeker and defeat 
the purpose of the government to pre- 
serve the public domain for homes for 
actual settlers. It would also defeat 
the operations of the reclamation act. 
and make possible the formation of a 
land monopoly never contemplated by 
the public-land system, but which, on 
the contrary, it is one of the purposes 
of that system to prevent.” 

Secretary Hitchcock intimates that 
there are other objectionable provisions 
in the bill; but those which he has 
pointed out are sufficient, or ought 
to be sufficient, to insure its 
defeat. It has long been, and should 
continue to be, the avowed policy of the 
government “to preserve the public do- 
main for homes for actual settlers.” 
This policy, as Secretary Hitchcock ob- 
serves, “has no more implacable and 
relentiess foe than the class that seeks 
to occupy the public lands for grazing 
purposes by maintaining unlawful 
fences thereon.’ By the act of Febru- 
ary 25, 1885, provision is made for the 
institution of civil proceedings for the 
removal of such fences, and the crimi- 
nal prosecution of the trespassers. The 
same law authorizes the President to 
invoke both the civil and the military 
power, if necessary, to remove these 
unlawful obstructions. “‘Notwithstand- 
ing the passage of said act and the ef- 
forts of this department ‘to enforce = 
adds the Secretary, “the abuse has con- 
tinued, and the beneficiaries thereor 
have grown so bold and arrogant that 
they practically defy the efforts of the 
department and the government to exe- 
cute the law.” 

In view of the disgraceful state of 
affairs here officially reported by the 
Secretary of the Interior, the duty of 
Congress ts so clear as to admit of no 
doubt or equivocation. The first duty 
is to kill the objectionable bill so dead 
that there will be no possible resurrec. 
tion for it. The next duty rests with 
the executive department, and that is 
to see that the law is enforced, and 
the obstructions removed, no matter at 
what cost. If there are any persons or 
corporations who have the hardihood 
and the impudence to defy the laws 
and the authority of the United States, 
they should be taught a lesson which 
they will not soon forget. 

The public lands are the heritage of 
the people. They must be preserved for 
the people, and turned over to the peo- 
ple for actual setYement, as the needs 
of the people are made manifest. They 
must not be made the object of private 
monopoly nor of corporate greed. If 
any of the public lands not immediately 
needed for settlement hy home-bullders 
may properly be leased for grazing pur- 
poses, the terms of the lease should be 
80 devised as to safeguard, in the full- 
est measure, the interests of the gen- 
eval public, to whom these lands be. 


Testimonials in favor of civil-serv-

@uct of municipal governments, con- 
tinue to come in. 


Secretary Willard of the Municipal 
League of Los Angeles has just re- 
ceived from the secretary of the Civil 
Service Commission of Rochester, N. 
Y., in reply to a letter of inquiry, a 
communication briefly enumerating 
some of the advantages which have 
been derived from the system in that 
progressive city. It appears, from 
this report, that the competitive or 
merit system has been in use in 
Rochester for about eighteen years, or 
since 1834. It affects about 850 em- 
ployés in the aggregate, not including 
common laborers. The total amount 
paid in salaries to these municipal em- 
ployés is, approximately, $63,000 per 
month. 

As the population of Rochester has 
been more than doubled within the 
past twenty years, the question as to 
whether the merit system has effected 
@ saving in municipal expenses is a 
dificult one to answer, by reason of 
the large necessary increase of  ex- 
penses for the maintenance of the 
various departments. But it has de- 
cidedly increased the efficiency of the 
public service, and has had a marked 
effect in improving the morale of local 
politics. One particular advantage in 
favor of purer politics is found in the 
fact that candidates for office are 
practically shorn of the power to bribe 
voters by the promise of appointment 
for services rendered at the caucus or 
at the polls. 

The city of Rochester has a popula- 
tion of about 170,000, and the expense 
of the Civil Service Commission for the 
current year, including the salaries of 
the secretary and chief examiner and 
the stenographer, printing and office 
supplies. will not exceed $2000. No fear 
geems to be entertained that this ex- 
pense will throw the city into bank- 
ruptcy. The Civil Service Commission- 
ers—of whom there are  three—serve 
without compensation, as is proposed 
in Los Angeles. 

The only apparent opposition to the 
system in Rochester is among those 
who are not qualified to secure posi- 
tions by competitive tests. As a rule, 
officeholders welcome the innovation, 
as it relieves them of troublesome re- 
sponsibilities. 

The evidence In favor of the com- 
petitive or merit system is cumulative 
and well nigh incontrovertible. Voters

STREET CLEANING. 


BY FRANK DONALDSON,. M_D. 

Formerly of Col. Warina’s special staff. 

I broke the continuity of these arti- 
cles in yesterday's Times to call at- 
tention to the fact that to get clean 
streets in this city, the public inter- 
est must be aroused. 

The suggestion came to me from a 
wealthy and prominent man, who had, 
by the way, many kind words to say 
for the position The Times is taking 
in the matter. I said yesterday that 
the movement for clean streets might 
be greatly helped by a society whose 
object should be to arouse interest in 
In 
this connection, I may be allowed to 
give a short account of the good work 
accomplished by the juvenile street- 
cleaning leagues established in New 
York by Col. Waring. 

If such interest could be aroused in 
New York among the children, surely 
a like interest could be worked up 
among the grown people here in Los 
Angeles. 

Col. Waring says a beginning was 
made in the lower East Side under the 
auspices of the University Settlement. 
A number of boys from the Tenth and 
Eleventh wards were organized into 
a club under an inspector of the de- 
partment. Later, other clubs were es- 
tablished in different parts of the city. 
The constitution of each declared that 
the object was to keep the streets in 
a clean and healthy condition. Regu- 
lar business meetings were held weekly, 
in which such subjects as the health 
and cleanliness of the city were dis- 
cussed. The members were encour- 
aged to report, on blanks furnished 
them for the purpose, what work they 
might have accompéished In the way of 
removing litter from the streets, and 
inducing others not to throw out 
refuse, or noting certain blocks or 
houses where people were careless 
in their habits or had a disregard for 
the sanitary laws. 

The movement was Very popular with 
the children from the start. “Please, 
may we have a club?” became a con- 
stant, almost daily, demand from com- 
mittees of urchins all over the city. 
One such band came in one day with the 
same question. “And why do you wish 
a club?” saia Col. Waring. “Oh, the 
boys by our block they knock banana 
shells and all dirty things into the 
street and we want to reform them.” 
“But, perhaps the boys are very bad 
and don't want to be reformed,” Col. 
Waring suggested. “Oh, yes they do,” 
the little fellow replied. “We asked 
them, and they all said they did.” 

As a result of this movement, insti- 
tutions and missions came forward, of- 
fering their rooms and requesting ad- 
dresses on the subject of clean streets. 

This simple work gained such. favor- 
able notice that representatives of the 
organizations for good government and 
clean streets came from Boston, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh, Utica and many 
sinall towns to investigate the methods 
of work. 

In the mean time the Idea of clean 
Streets had taken root with the citi- 
zens of New York; they came to feel 
a sense of personal possession in rela- 
tion to the streets, which caused them 
to keep from doing the streets injury 
and to make them resent the littering 
of streets. And so it was that personal 
pride and patriotic feeling were stirred, 
and the fact was brought closely home 
that clogged and {fll-sme: 
slippery banana peels, dirty garbage 
barrels dumped any old way, were dis- 
ease breeding, foul smelling and gen- 
erally to the public discomfort. 

The littering of streets and vacant 
lots was brought forcibly to my at- 
tention yesterday morning. As I passed 
a lot on Grand avenue, there were two 
bonfires going, one from a grocery 
store, in which there were many things 
that would not burn affid are now heip- 
ing to make the lot filthy, and the 
other from a butcher shop, which 
smelled to heaven. Surély there must 
be laws in this city to prevent such 
outrageous proceedings. It goes on, 
however, all over the city without in- 
terference from the police, the health 
or the street-cleaning department. 

I should propose for our society for 
advancing the idea of clean streets 
the civic pledge which every member 
of Col. Waring’s societies signed; it 
was to this effect: ! 

“We desire to have our city clean be- 
yond ail reproach. And we therefore 
agree to keep from littering her streets 
and, as far as possible, to prevent 
others from doing the same.” 


I spoke a moment ago of two bon- | 


fires that I had seen on a vacant lot. 
I don't imagine that the most ignorant 
would deny that bonfires are the 
source of many fires and more acci- 
dents, and yet the police of this city 
and the so-called street-cleaning de- 
partment permit these things every 
day in the week. 

It is interesting In this connection 
to note Col. Waring’s report that, 
through the efforts of the children’s 
leagues, over six hundred bonfires were 
extinguished in the course of nine 
months. 

I understand that there ts an ordl- 
nance which forbids the throwing of 
papers on the streets. Is it not per- 
tinent to ask why this ordinance Is not 
enforced? The streets of this city are 
littered from end to end with paper. 
Surely, the grown-up peome should be 
brought to an idea of their delinquency 
in this matter. The immediate result 
of the non-enforcement of such ordi- 
nances, even as we have here, is that 
the condition of the roadways, gutters 
and sidewalks is uniformly offensive in 
appearance, 

There is a law here regulating the 
deposit *of bullding material and rub- 
bish in the streets; it is plain to the 
most casual observer that this law ts 
not complied with: the material be- 
comes spread over the street and is an 
offensive eyesore. If any reader de- 
sires an instance, please let him walk 
along Broadway between Second and 
Third streets. Winds scatter the sand 
and rubbish under such conditions, 
and in wet weather passing vehicles 
churn the earth into mud and dis- 
tribute it along the streets. I noticed 
yesterday within half an hour after 
the cleaner had gone along one of the 
downtown streets (in a very perfunc- 
tory way) that refuse of almost every 
sort had been thrown Into the road- 
way. 

Such breaches of the law on the part 
of the public are not due to an tIn- 
grained cussednese, but are due sim- 
ply to the fact that they are not edu- 
cated to the importance of clean 
streets and what they mean to the 
heaith and comfort of the people. 

As I have said before, the vacant 
lots In thie city are a dis¢race.

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LOS ANGELES THEATER. Harry 
B. Smith's so-called musical comedy, 
“The Liberty Belles,” is not in any 
right sense a comedy. It is more like 
one of W. A. Mestoyer'’s crude farces, 
with straggling musical accompani- 
ments. H. Grattan Donnelly’s “Nat- 
ural Gas” and “A Night at the Cir- 
cus” are of similar construction, and 
on much the same plane of merit. They 
are_called comedy-farce, but they are 
mostly farce, without the comedy. 
They resemble in some degree the re- 
markable farce-comedies of the late 
Charles Hoyt. But they lack the nim- 
ble wit and the strong character de- 
lineation which were the character- 
istic and predominating features of the 
Hoytian farces. 

“The Liberty Belles” has a unique, 
an excellent beginning. Upon the 
groundwork suggested in the first half 
of the opening act might have been 
bullt a delightful comedy, if the farce 
and foolery had been held back with 
a firmer hand. But there is no sus- 
tained story, and little attempt at con- 
sistency, consecutiveness or coherency 
in the progress of the play. Everything 
yields to romp and grotesquerie and 
unrestrained nonsense. The result is 
a curious jumble, resembling a hit- 
and-miss variety show, with song-arnd- 
dance features, as much as anything 
else you could mention. 

The music—well, it is a strange 
medley, made up of contributions from 
Louis Gottschalk, Aime Lachaume, De 
Beriot, George Evans, Abe Holzman, 
and others. Being thus polygenetic in 
origin, it is naturally somewhat va- 
ried in quality. Some of the airs un- 
mistakably have the quality of “catchi- 
ness."" The most pronounced hit of the 
entire collection.is “Good Old Summer 
Time,” a sort of topical song © Fen- 
dered by Gertrude Millington, who 
enacts the role of Dorothy Grey. Miss 
Millington is pretty and vivacious—but 
as for real acting or real singing— 
well, she has much to learn. “When 
Walker Walked Away,” rendered by 
_Mr. Leach and the company, and the 
opening chorus of the second act (the 
“Lesson-book Song’) were re- 
ceived with much favor on the open- 
ing night. 

The company presenting ‘“‘The Lib- 
erty Belles” is mostly feminine. There 
are girls galore, and of varied types 
of beauty. But careful analysis fails 
to reveal any marked talent among the 
entire personnel of the aggregation. 
If there is a good voice, it is not in 
evidence. If there is dramatic talent 
above the mediocre, it does not make 
itself manifest in the performance. 
There is some fairly good dancing. 
The romping is amusing in its way— 
some of it is. There is considerable 
fun in the impossible situations and 
unthinkable complications. The girl in 
the pink pajamas attracts pleased at- 
tention—as any pretty girl in pajamas 
of any color must perforce do. May- 
belle Adams is deft and entertaining in 
her violin solo (the only serious ef- 
fort of the entire performance.) Harry 
Lyons and J. A. Mariowe present im- 
possible caricatures as Uncle Jasper 
Pennyfeather and Capt. Hiram 
Ketcham, respectively. Harry Stuart 
and Percy Leach bluff their way 
through the parts of Jack Everleigh 
and Phil.. Fullerton with more or less 
success. 

One of the serious faults of most of 
the girls is that they “play to the au- 
dience.” Some of them are awful sin- 
ners in this respect. Until they stop 
this sort of thing, they can never at- 
tain to any success, wort)v of the 
name, in footlight work. This is the 
besetting sin of the average player. 
The really excellent player forgets— 
or apparently forgets (which amounts 
to the same thing)—that there is such 
a thing on the round earth as an au- 
dience. 

It may almost be said, In truth, that 
the degree of efficiency to which a 
player has attained may be measured 
by the extent of his (or her) ability to 
ignore the presence of an audience. 
This rule holds good, whether the play 
be musical, farce, “tragedy” comedy, 
history, pastoral, pastoral-comical, his- 
torical-pastoral, trazical-historical, 
tragical-comical - historical - pastoral, 
acene individable, or poem unlimited: 
Seneca cannot be too heavy nor Plau- 
tus too light.”

Senator Bard Marvels 
at the Lull. 


Not Ready to Say How 
He Will Vote. 


Cannot Say Whether Collector 
Cline of This Port Will 
Be Reappeinted. 


Senator Bard leaves for Washington 
at 6:25 o'clock this evening, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Bard, their daughter, 
Mary Louise, and their son, Thomas, 
Jr. The Senator will take his seat at 
the opening of Congress, December 2, 
and expects to remain at the national 
capital until the March adjournment. 
He has recovered entirely from his re- 
cent serious iliness, the. only reminder 
of which is the necessity of refraining 
from undue exertion. He is in excel- 
lent spirits and is prepared to devote 
his entire attention to the duties of 
his office. 

“Statehood for Afizona, New Mexico 
and Oklahoma is one of the questions 
that will occupy the early attention of 
Congress,” said Senator Bard yester- 
| day. “It is a matter in which the en- 
tire country is interested, the 
great Southwest, of which the three 
Territories are a part, is concerned 
most particularly, as their admission 
means increased representation in 
Congress, as well as a departure in 
their form of governmient. 

“Iam a member of the Committee on 
Territorics, and am one of those who 
com the sub-conunitee, of which 
Senator Beveridge is chairman, that 


tories. Unfortunately, I was not able 
to join the sub-committee, which has 
been making a tour of Arizona, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma, gathering in- 
formation that will assist in determin- 
ing the question, and am unable to out- 
line the recommendations that will be 
made. The report of the committee, 
however, undoubtedly will govern the 
action of Congress. 

“In this conection, I might say that 
it is somewhat peculiar thit, when the 
matter wae under consideration at the 
last session of Congress and my vote 
was considered of importance, I re- 
ceived many communications by wire 
and by mail from constituents in Cali- 
fornia who urged action for or against 
admission.

SHES OF THE DEAD 
STOLEN BY JACKSON.

“WAGONLOAD” THIEF DIDN'T STOP 
AT FUNERAL'URNS. 


in 


/Grewsome Find in Great Assortment 
of Plunder Carted to West Seventh- 
street Flat—Not Nearly All the Goods 
Identified. 


A closer examination by the de- 
tectives of the proceeds of the numer- 
ous burglaries committed by R. D. 
Jackson, the “wagonload” thief, dis- 
closes that that champion robber was 
not at all particular as to what he 
stole. A grewsome find was made yes- 
terday, the like of which has never 
before been s@en in the detectives’ of- 
fice. Two fine urns, recently decorat- 
ing a mantel in Jackson's residence, 
contained the ashes of human beings. 
It is probable that Jackson did not 
know what these vases held, nor sus- 
pectgwhen he stole them that he was 
taking funeral urns. 

The discovery was made accident- 
ally. Last evening one of the officers 
happened to lift one of the urns and 
noticed that it was heavy. He opened 
it, the top not being sealed in place, 
and found a grayieh powder, the ex- 
act nature of which he did not recog- 
nize. Another officer made an exam- 
ination and at once declared that the 
powder was the ashes of a human 
body which had been cremated. Closer 
examination proved the truth of this 
statement, and the second vase was 
found filled with the same material. 

Then the officers remembered that 
many months ago they had received a 
report of the theft of two urns of that 
kind. They searched their records and 
finally found the entry. In June of 
last year Mrs. Biiesner, who gave her 
address as No. 2209 Brooklyn avenue, 
reported to the detectives that on May 
24 her house at No. 231 East Twenty- 
fourth street had been ente by a 
burglar.~ Among the articles which she 
reported stolen were two vases, which 


were minutely described, which she 
stated contained the ashes of her 
parents. She also reported the loss of 


three pairs of fine lace curtains, a pair 
of silk portieres, a pair of rope por- 


| tieres, two oll paintings and several 


other articles. All were recovered 
from Jackson's flate at No. 1404 West 
Seventh street. 

How it happens that Jackson did not 
empty the ugnsis a matter of specula- 
tion. But for their contents it would 
have been difficult for the detectives to 
have identified them, for their owner 
has not called to see the mass of 
booty recovered at that burglar’s res- 
idence. 

Scores of persons call at the Jackson 
residence daily and most of the stolen 
articles have been identified. The de- 
tectives have not made an examina- 
tion of the othe® rooming-house which 
they have reason to believe was sold 
by Jackson prior to his moving to the 
house on West Seventh street.

EW TENDER CARRIES

MAY WORK REVOLUTION

Interesting Southern Pacific Experi- 
ment—Activity of Railroads in Ari- 
zona—Seventy-five Thousand Dollars a 
Year More for Local Espee Operatives. 


Trainmen in the local yards of the 
Southern Pacific are watching with in- 
terest an experiment in the company's 
big yards at West Oakland, that may

The new tender is a combination oll 
and water carrier. It is nearly as long 
and over half as high as the big high- 
speed engine behind Which it travels. 
It is a steel-plate semi-cylinder, with 
all the necessary air-compressing ma- 
chinery and modern braking apparatus 
that is required. Its capacity is 3200 
gallons of of! and 7300 galfons of water, 
enough of each for 300 miles’ travel at 
high speed. 

Practical rallroaders aye confidelit 
that the new tender will prove a big 
success. If so, it will work a great 
saving in the railroading of this Site. 
| Particularly in the Southern desert 
| stretches, where water is most often to 
be had only at a max!mum of difficulty 
and expense. Oj] stations wi!) be needed 
at intervals of only 260 to 300 miles. 
likewise water stations, which will 
pfove a very great advantage. 

If the new tender proves the success 
it promises, al! Coast engines will be 
refitted as ‘rapidly as their present 
tenders wear out. 

ARIZONA RAILROADS. 
_ Activity of no meager sort has struck 
the ratlroad§ situation. in . Arizona, 
Southern California has a very busy 
competitor for track honors in her 
Territorial relative. The Times corre. 
spondent at Phoenix reviews the pres- 
ent situation as follows: 

Track laying on the E) Paso and 
' Southwestern Railroad has been com- 
| pleted, the twe ends joining between 
_Hachita and E! Peso. Freight service 
‘over the line will be commenced at 
onee, but passenger traffic will con- 
tinue to go by way of Deming till De- 
cember 1, when the road wil! be sur 
faced and ballasted in shape for fast 
running. ' Douglas ts to hold a cele- 
bration to greet the coming of the 
first passenger train from El! Paseo, and 
expects to entertain a large number of 
excursionists from the eastern ter- 
minus of the line. The mall route now 
established between Deming and Ben- 
son, by way of Bisbee, will have its 
eastern terminus changed to El Paso. 

Steel for the Tombstone branch of the 
E! Paso and Southwestern road is now 
being delivered at Fairbank, and the 
rails are to be laid into Tombstone. a 
distance of nine miles, within two 
weeks. The grade ts complete. 

An estimate of the enormous business 
created by working a copper mine can 
be made through the siatement that 
Clifton last onth received 99 broad- 
gauge carloads of freight, largely coke 
for the Arizors Copper Company. A 
short time aco the average receipts 
were only 550 carloads monthly. Bis 
bee and the Cananea camp even eXx- 
ceed this max'mum record of Clifton. 

The new Phoenix and Eastern Rall- 
way now has rails laid nearly to .the 
crossing of Salt River. opposite Tempe, 
nine miles east of Phoenix.

SCHOOL THIEF CAUGHT? 


Detectives Arrest Boy Believed to 
Have Been Burglarizing a Number of 
Public School Buildings. 


Irving Soneeman, aged 16, who has 
never had proper training, having 
been made to shift for himself several] 
years, is a prisoner in the City Jail. 
The detectives believe he is the person 
who has been burglarizing public- 
school buildings. Five buildings have 
been entered within several weeks, 
and two detectives have been devoting 
almost all their time to the effort to 
capture the burglar. Yesterday they 
learned of a boy on Boyle Heights who 
had been using a Sloyd punch, show- 
ing it to other lads and finally selling 
it. The detectives found several scraps 
of paper at the place where the trans- 
fer was made, and on one found the 
name of the lad who had received the 
punch. This boy stated that he had 
made the purchase from Soneeman, 
and when Soneeman was found it was 
learned that he had been sleeping in 
a barn belonging to City Treasurer 
Workman, without Mr. Workman's 
knowledge. In the loft near where the 
boy Nad been making his bed, were 
found a number of articles which-had 
been taken from school buildings. 

Young Soneeman was taken into cus- 
tody, but dented all knowledge of the 
thefts. He does not know what the 
officers have found, or that the pos- 
session of one of the stolen punches 
has been traced to him. 

The officers feel sorry for the lad. 
His mother is dead and the detectives 
have been informed that his father 
left him to shift for himself until he 
fell in with bad companions. His 
grandfather then took him, but be- 
cause of repeated thefts committed by 
him. he was finally arrested and 
served a sentence in the Santa Ana 
jail. He will be prosecuted § for 
burglary and will probably be sent to 
the reform school at Whittier.

BEFORE PARENTS’ EYES.

ALHAMBRA CAR KILLS LITTLE BOY 
AT EASTLAKE PARK. 
Tried to Cross Track After His 
Father, Became Terror-stricken Be- 


tween the Rails, and Was Mangled by 
the Wheels. 


Before the eyes of his father and 
mother, who were powerless to render 
him any assistance or to avert the 
tragedy Which either would have given 
their lives to prevent, Basilo Ramos, 
aged 7, was struck by a rapidly-moving 
ear of the line yesterday 
evening near Eastlake Park and in- 
stantly killed. His body was torn to 
fragments uncer the wheels. 

There have been many fatal street- 
ear accidents in Los Angeles, but few 
sadder than this. For several seconds 
the father and mother stood at the 
curb seeing the car bearing down upon 
their child, who, terror-stricken, was 
unable to-move from between thegralls. 
It was not altogether the fault of those 
in charge of the car, although* the 
speed far exceeded the limit fixed by 
law. The motorman made every ef- 
fort to stop, but the momentum was 
too much, so another life went out. 

The Ramos family had been in East- 
lake Park for an outing. The father 
did not go to work yesterday, and the 
family sought what enjoyment could 
be found in that pretty spot. They 
started home about 4 o'clock and 
walked along Mission road, intending 
to purchase food at a neighboring store. 
The mother, carrying a two-year-old 
baby In her arms, was ahead of her 
husband and little son, and having 
crossed the street, stood at the curb 
waiting for them. The father called to 
his son to hurry, and noticing the ap- 
proaching- car, hastened across the 


street to join his wife, little thinking | 


that the child would attemyt to follow 
him. The boy saw his father run and 
tried to cross the track after him. See- 
ing his danger, the mother screamed 
and the father turned just in time to 
see the car within a few feet of the 
little boy. He made a leap toward his 
child, but too late. The next instant the 
car struck him and in another instant 
parts of his mangled body were scat- 
tered along the track. 

Before the car came to a standstill 
the mother, frenzied with grief, ran 
to where the body lay. She would have 
thrown herself upon it had she not been 
restrained. Portions of the body were 
scattered for fifty feet along the rails. 
They were placed in a basket and re- 
moved to Paul's undertaking establish- 
ment in East Los Angeles, where an 
inquest will be held. 

The car, No. 224 of the AlWambra 
line, was in charge of Conductor Cc. W. 
Hill and Motorman R. G. Corbin. It 
was coming to the city from Alhambra. 
Witnesses state that it was moving at 
a very high rate of speed at the time 
of the accident. 


MORE CAR ACCIDENTS.

“hamberlain, who on rising to make his last 
speech before his South African trip. was 
loudly cheered. declared that Great Britain 
muet carry out ite fiscal system in ite own 
way. without the slichtest reference to the 
opinion of foreign countries. The abnegation 
of the government's attitude at the sugar con- 
ference. he sald. would be a breach of inter- 
national faith. The abolition of the sugar 
bounties war merely a matter of common fus- 
tice to the West Indies. while at the same 
time such action reetered the relations be- 
tween capital and laber. and production and 
exchange to their natural phase. He main- 
tained that even if the vecuntarv sacrifice that 
those in Great Britain might make in peving 
a trite more for their sugar were twice as 
areat. thew still were bound to abolish the 
bounties. and to relieve the West Indies on 
the grounds of national honor and justice to 
all parts of the empire.

ECOND PROJECTED 
HOLLYWOOD BOULEVARD. 


SUCCESS OF THE ENTERPRISE 
NOW SEEMS ASSURED. 

Aid by the Count ity #t Hand—Super- 

visors Ask for Bids to Open Vermont 


Avenue from Fourth "Street to Wil- 
shire 


The second projected boulevard be- 
tween this city and Hoilywood, the one 
by way of Vermont avenue, seems to 
be on the point of becoming an accom- 
plished fact. Liberal private subscrip- 
tions and county aid promise to result 
in the completion of the route just laid 
out before the older course, planned to 
enter Los Angeles by way of Bellevue 
avenue. However, determined spirits 
and large means are enlisted in each of 
the boulevard enterprises, and the con- 
nection of Los Angeles with her most 
favored suburban garden spot by both 
routes at an early date is adsured. . 

The Supervisors yesterday asked for 
bids to open Vermont avenue from 
Fourth street to Wilshire boulevard, 
and to grade it from Wiishire boulevard 
to Temple street. . 

It will be remembered that H. J. 
Whitley, about four years ago, took up 
the matter of buildi boulevards in 
and around Hollyw which might 
some day be extended to a connection 
with Los Angeles, so as to furnish a 
continuous drivew for the citizens of 
this city, and the of tourists 
who spend a part of each year in this 
vicinity. 

Between sixteen and eighteen miles of 
boulevarded streets and driveways have 
already been constructed in the Ca- 
huenga Valley, and the building of 
about one more mile of boulevard will 
connect this city with that system The 
route along which this connecting jink 
is to extend is north on Vermont ave- 
nue from Wilshire boulevard to Tem- 
ple street. In this locality, it will be 
remembered, the western boundary of 
the city extends to the center of Ver- 
mont avenue, so that the 
boulevard along that avenue will be 
partiy in the city and partly in the 
country. The projected boulevard de- 
bouches into Wilshire boulevard a short 
distance west of Sunset Park, on the 
line marking the western city iimits. 

The expense involved in making this 
improvement will be borne partiy by 
the Board of Supervisors, and partiy by 
the liberal-minded citizens and interest- 
ed parties property in the 
neighborhood of Vermont avenue, be- 
tween the streets named. Something 
like $2000 has already been subscribed 
for this work, by private gm and 
$10,000 more will probabiy sufficient 
to cover the expense of closing up the 


gap. 

The Board of Supervisors has already 
advertised for bids for grading Ver- 
mont avenue from Wilshire boulevard 
to Temple street, and when they are 
submitted definite estimates can 
made. In the meantime the work of 
raising subscriptions toward paying 
for this work should go steadily for- 
ward. Checks and pledges for this 
purpose can be sent to T. W. Broth- 
erton. 

Vermont avenue from Wiishire 
boulevard to Fourth street is yet un- 
opened, but rights of way have been 
secured by Mr. Brotherton and others, 
and there will be no difficulty about 
opening it. From Fourth to Temple 
street, Vermont avenue is open, but 
not graded. From ‘i«emple street to 
Prospect avenue, Vermeunt avenue is 
already graded, and in fairly good 
condition. From this point to within 
about a quarter of a mile of Laurel 
Cafion, Prospect avenue, which is a 
broad and perfectly-graded boulevard, 
affords a continuos driveway of four 
miles. Sunset boulevard and the con- 
necting cross streets in the Cahuenga 
Valley, which are all handsome drive- 
ways from 80 to 100 feet wide, will 
also be opened to the Los ‘Angeles 
public when the Vermont-avenue gap 
is closed, and they bring the total 
number of miles of boulevarded drive- 
ways in that valley up to the figure al- 
ready named. 

Wilshire boulevard, which will be on 
the southern line of the proposed drive- 
way, is one of the broadest and most 
beautiful streets of the city. It is al- 
ready graded as far west as Vermont 
avenue, and passes through a portion 
of the city which cannot fall to im- 
press strangers most agreeably. West-
